HISTORICAL 

The  Seventh  Day  Baptist  Education  Society  was 
organized  in  1855  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  "Literary  Institution  and  Theological  Seminary." 

Alfred  University  was  chartered  in  1857,  and 
President  Jonathan  Allen  began  theological  instruc- 
tion  in   1861. 

A  Theological  Department  was  organized  in  1871 ; 
and  for  twenty-two  years  Thomas  E.  Williams,  D.  D., 
was  the  principal  teacher. 

In  1901  the  department  was  reorganized  as  Alfred 
Theolog'ical  Seminary,  and  special  efforts  made  to  in- 
crease the  endowment. 

The  income  from  the  present  endowment  is  sup- 
plemented by  contributions  from  churches  and  indi- 
viduals. 
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ADMISSION 

Although  established,  primarily,  for  the  training 
of  men  for  the  Seventh  Day  Baptist  ministry,  the 
Seminary  is  open  to  all  persons  who  are  qualified  to 
take  any  of  the  subjects  offered. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
must  be  college  graduates.  Candidates  for  a  diploma 
in  the  English  course  must  have  the  equivalent  of 
college  entrance  requirements.  Both  must  bring  let- 
ters of  commendation  from  some  evangelical  church. 

Persons  who  wish  to  fit  themselves  for  be'tter 
Christian  and  church  work,  as  lay  members  of  society, 
may  take  partial  courses. 

The  library,  reading  room,  gymnasium,  etc.,  of 
the  University,  are  for  the  use  of  Seminary  as  well  as 
other  university  students.

REVEREND  LESTER  CHARLES  RANDOLPH,  A.  M.,  D  D. 

Rev.  Lester  C.  Randolph,  D.  D.,  son  of  Howell  W.  and  Hannah  (Bowen) 
Randolph,  was  born  at  Walworth,  Wis.,  August  16,  1864,  and  died  in  Milton, 
Wis.,  Nov.  21,  1918. 

He  attended  the  Walworth  district  school  and  what  was  known  as 
the  "Big  Foot"  academy,  and  in  1884  entered  Milton  College  from  which  he 
was  graduated  in  1888.  The  next  year  he  spent  in  graduate  work  in  the 
department  of  Philosophy  at  Cornell  University.  In  the  fall  of  1889  h« 
entered  the  Baptist  Union  Theological  Seminary  at  Morgan  Park,  111.,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1892.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  he 
received  from  Chicago  University  into  which  the  Morgan  Park  Seminary  had 
been  merged. 

He  became  pastor  of  the  Chicago  Seventh-day  Baptist  Church  during 
his  seminary  course,  and  did  not  conclude  this  pastorate  till  December,  1899. 
For  ten  years  and  a  half  beginning  in  January,  1900,  he  was  pastor  of  the 
First  Alfred  Church,  From  July,  1910,  to  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was 
pastor  of  the  Milton  Church. 

Although  the  churches  which  he  officially  served  were  few,  Pastor 
Randolph  was  well  known  throughout  the  Seventh-day  Baptist  denomination. 
He  was  a  member  of  an  Evangelistic  Quartet  during  his  seminary  course, 
and  subsequently  was  an  organizer  of  quartets  for  evangelistic  work.  He 
was  himself  an  enthusiastic  evangelist.  He  was  always  influential  in  the 
councils  of  the  Churches,  and  was  President  of  the  General  Conference  in 
1915. 

Dr.  Randolph  was  also  widely  known  outside  of  the  denomination  to 
which  he  belonged,  and  won  fame  for  himself  in  the  field  of  temperance  work 
and  as  a  popular  lecturer.  He  was  a  member  of  the  regular  staff  of 
speakers  for  the  Anti-Saloon  League. 

During  his  pastorate  at  Alfred  Dr.  Randolph  was  for  eight  years, 
1901-9,  Instructor  in  the  Principles  of  Evangelism  and  Personal  Christian 
Work  in  Alfred  Theological  Seminary.  His  insight  in  regard  to  the  problems 
Involved  and  his  aptness  of  illustration  made  him  a  teacher  of  ability  whose 
work  here  has  been  rewarded  by  the  increased  efficiency  of  those  who  had 
the  privilege  of  being  under  his  instruction.
